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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance for Claims 1-18: the 
prior art does not disclose or suggest a flag support assembly including a base having an 
opening, an elongated flagpole removably engageable with said opening, a plurality of brackets 
being connected adjacent an upper portion of said flagpole, an elongated arm pivotally connected 
to one said plurality of brackets and a support shaft having first and second end portions 
pivotally connected to said elongated arm and removably connected to another said plurality of 
brackets respectively in combination with the remaining limitations of the claims.
